WIRE SERVICES: 

AP. SCHWEID LEADS WITH PLEDGE BY SAUDI ARABIA TO KEEP OIL 
PRICES FROM RISING OR EVEN GET A REDUCTION. SAQQAF GAVE 
HAK THAT PROMISE AFTER HAK MET WITH FAISAL, BUT SAID THAT 
SA WOULD NOT BREAK RANKS WITH OTHER PRODUCERS AND LOWER 
PRICES UNILATERALLY. THIS IS THE SECOND PROMISE HAK 
RECEIVED ON OIL DURING THE TRIP, THE FIRST BEING FROM THE 
SHAH. BRIEF MENTION OF STOPS IN AMMAN AND DAMASCUS, 

NO EXPLANATION. 

UPI, EX DAMASCUS, SAYS HAK HAS BACKING OF EGYPT, SAUDI 
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ARABIA, AND JORDAN, "BUT FACED AN INCREASINGLY MILITANT 
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STAND BY DAMASCUS.” HAK CITED FROM AMMAN ON UNEXPECTED 
ARAB FLEXIBILITY IN INTERPRETING RABAT DECISION. AIRPORT 
STATEMENT QUOTED ON STEP-BY-STEP METHOD PREFERRED. 
OFFICIALS ON THE TRIP SAY HAK BELIEVES CONSULTATIONS HAVE 
GONE WELL, BELIEVES STILL A CHANCE OF PROMOTING NEGO- 
TIATIONS BETWEEN EGYPT AND ISRAEL IN SINAI PULLBACK. 
PLANNED TALKS BETWEEN ISRAEL AND JORDAN ON WEST BANK 
STYMIED. BUT STILL THE POSSIBILITY OF FINDING A NEW WAY TO 
TALK. DIPLOMATIC SOURCES CITED SAYING ASSAD WANTS TO 
PREVENT SEPARATE EGYPTIAN-ISRAELI TALKS, WHICH WOULD 
LEAVE SYRIA'S PROBLEMS UNSETTLED. SECURITY AT 
DAMASCUS AIRPORT TIGHTER THAN USUAL.

SPECULATION SADAT TRYING TO ARRANGE MEETING WITH HAK, AT 
WHICH SADAT SCOFFED. IN SEPERATE SMALL ARTICLE, OIL PRICE 
PLEDGE BY SAQQAF REPORTED. 

2. WASHPOST: MARDER ON PAGE 1 FROM AMMAN SAYS HAK 
COLLECTED SUPPORT FROM EGYPT AND SA FOR HIS DIPLOMACY 
DESPITE RABAT DECISION, AND SUPPORT EXPECTED FROM 
HUSSEIN ALSO. THESE REPRESENT A MODERATE POSITION AMONG

"LAVISH PRAISE" AFTER TALKS WITH FAISAL. SAQQAF ON OIL 
PRICES CITED. US OFFICIALS SAID TO INTERPRET SADAT 
REMARKS AS ENCOURAGING RE STEP-BY-STEP METHOD. "ALL ALONG 
THE WAY, MR. KISSINGER IS EXPLORING THE POSSIBILITIES OF 
FINESSING THE INTRACTABLE WEST BANK PROBLEM SO THAT
